With the going out ot the old year 


closed the life of one ot Deoatur'a bust 
aud most highly respected citizen a. 
Judge Greer is no more. The new* of 
his death will not cause much surprise, 
since hi* condition tor month* paet ha* 
prepared the minds ot all his friend* for 
the result. Hi* health, which began to 
tail some four years ago, had not been 
worse than usual for acme week* past, 
and he waa as cheerful a* was his wont 
when he retired last night. This morn- 
ing his son-in-law, Mr. W. B. Abbott, 
went to his room and found him lying so 
quietly and appearing so natural that he 
supposed he waa sleeping, and it wa« not 
uoiil after he *at down by the bedside 
aad read the morning paper that be dis- 
covered the real toot—that the judge waa 
dead, Investigation showed that he had 
bean dead probably several hour*, a* the 
limbs had become rigid and oold, though 
the body still retained some warmth. He 
had evidently died without a struggle or 
movement ot any kind. 


Samuel F. Greer waa born at Mt 


Blanohard, EUnoock county, Ohio, Sept 
8,1824. His parents were from the state 
of Maryland, and be was next to the 
youngtac in a family of twelve, of whom 
ciue grew to maturity. His early advan- 
tagts were of course oomewhat limited, 
the country in wbioa he lived being so 
new, bat he received a fair education for 
that day. April 7,1841, he married Eliz 
abeth laylur, in Hancock county, and 
lived with her in happiness until her 
deatb, which occurred in this city, Jan. 
14, 1881. Four children survive: Mre 
W. K. Abbott and Darwin H. Greer of 
this city, and Mrs. F, B Caldwell and 
Ford Greer, of Lafayette, Ind. O£ his 
brothers andlaisters, three only survive: 
Mrs. Charlotte Lake of Deoatur, Mr*. 
Palmer of Cincinnati, and Henry Greer 
of Mt. Blanohsrd, O. In 1849 the sub- 
ject of ttis sketch made the overland 
j jurney to California, returning to Ohiu 
in 1860. The writer of this baa often 
heard Judge Greer describe the dangers 
of tnis journey. Boon after crossing the 
Missouri river the cholera broke ont in 
the party, and a number died and were 
buried beside tbe trail, but he said he 
never felt alarmed for himself nor at any 
time desired to tarn back, as so many did. 
In 1864 Judge Greer removed with bis 
family to Deoatnr, which continued to be 
bis home dnriug the r3mainderof hii life 
In 1869 be was elected a justice of the 
peace, and in 1801 was chosen oounty 
judge 
Xbis last named offlca he contin- 


ued to hold until about three weeks ago, 
wuen his term expired. He was elected 
to tbie office six times, In 1861,1866,1869, 
1878,1877 aad I88i. After retiring from 
offloe Judge Greer had kept quite closely 
at home, owing to the seventy of the 
weather, but was thought by bis friends 
to be iu better condition than for some 
time past. His daughter, Mis. Caldwell, 
who left for home on Wednesday, thought 
he was better than for two jears paet, 


Judge Greer was a man of very remark- 


able ouaraoter in many respects, Of the 
most calm and placid exterior, he wai at 
tne same time possessed of tbe moat won- 
derful tenacity ot purpose, strong and 
positive convictions upon all subjects, 
and very marked lUes aud dislikes. He 
entertained tbe meat lofty contempt for 
everything that savored of dishonesty or 
unfairness, and was a lover of justice to 
all persona, such as a judicial officer 
should ever be. He waa not a man ot 
many words, but hb had ideas of his own 
npon ail subjects, and when occasion re- 
quited could clotbe tbem in the plainest 
and most forooful garb. His lung career 
npon tbe bench, it> a court that ha* to 
deal largely with the estates of tbe dead 
and tbe interests of tbe widow and or- 
phan, was worked by a oonecientious re- 
gard t- r tbe bigb duties entrusted to him 
by the people, and it is a source of tbe 
mnut p.*nfnnn<? o^otiflnRtinn tn hi* friands 
that no charge of neglect ot duty or care- 
lessness ia its discharge was ever brought 
against bim. Tbe whole people believed 
iu bis integrity and trusted him with the 
most implicit confidence, as was shown 
by bis BIX consecutive elections. A full 
quarter of a oeutury he served the people 
on I he probate bench, aud if his life and 
health nad been spared no earthly power 
could bava prevented his continuance in 
tbe office for an indefinite time, so well 
satisfied were the people with hi* official 
career. 


Judge Greer, although he always re- 


ceived the support ot a large number of 
Democrats, was a pronounced Bepubii- 
oan in his views. He was among the 
earliest to ally himself with the anti- 
slavery hosts, and to the day of his death 
never wavered in bis convictions. Wheth- 
er in victory or in defeat, be was the 
same staunch, uncompromising Republi- 
can, though never given to obtruding his 
political views npon others. As a citizen 
be wus always on the side of all that was 
good and useful and ennobling, and as a 
Irieiid he wag as true as steel. In his 
domestic relations be was the beat of 
husbands and moat indulgent of father*. 
He has never seemed, to his most inti- 
mate friends, to have been the same man 
since tbe deatb ot hi* wife, six years ago, 
So her be wea moat devotedly attached, 
aud her death appeared to create a gap 
in bis life that nothing could bridge over. 


It is difficult to realize tbat be is dead. 


For more than a quarter of a century he 
has been a part ot the history of MBCOD 
oonnty, and no man ever filled a part with 
less to criticise or more to commend.

at 2 p, in., from the residence.

Gen. Logan 
was a soldier distinguished for his brav- 
ery, bat I can only speak of him as a citi- 
zen," The speaker briefly reviewed his 
life as a statesman and indicated the 
temptations that meet all men in public 
life. He resisted all temptations and he 
died with an unblemished reputation. 
The American people should be giateful 
to him for his active life, The preserva- 
tion of the Union was bis first idea in 
early lite. His sincerity in this is proven 
by his brave deed*. He waa a strong 
champion of a correct system of public 
trust and the purity and full liberty of 
the elective franchise. At all tunes he 
ws* true to his country.

His educational advantages were not of 
the beet, only those afforded by Ihe com- 
mon schools of the community in which 
be lived, with only a brief period of time 
at Shiloh Oollega. At the age of 20 he 
entered tbe Meiioan war, and since then 
he baa been in tbe public service. Nature 
did much for him by giving him a strong 
aad vigorous miad. By persons! and 
persevering effort he attained the lofty 
place he occupied. He does no: stand 
alone. Otbers less favorably endowed 
bave risen to prominence. Those with 
capabilities within them and opportuni- 
ties before them may attain tbe height 
of their ambition in tbis land of the tree 
and bom* ot tbe brave. 


Gen. Logan has been called "The Sol- 


diera' Favorite," and not impropeily so. 
The speaker did not believe Logan's 
name would go down into the history of 
tbe future with that of Grant, but he well 
deserves to be known as tae soldiers' 
favorite. 
Here the biilliant military 


career of the General was reviewed, atten- 
tion being called to the fact tbat while in 
the service be was urgtd to resign and
